Incident Summary:  On February 16, 2023, at approximately 11:37 AM, Columbus Police officers 
responded to a Columbus City School in the 400 block of South Weyant Avenue for a report of a student 
that was in possession of a handgun inside the school. Officers arrived on scene and met with the 
security staff and school personnel.  Security staff and school personnel had the student detained in the 
office initially but that student was able to flee from their custody, leaving behind his backpack. The 
school staff and security located a handgun inside the backpack. The handgun; a Glock, 9mm, semi-auto 
pistol, was recovered from school staff by Columbus Police officers and found to be loaded with one live 
round of ammunition chambered into the gun and nine live rounds of ammunition loaded in the gun's 
extended magazine. The gun was found to be reported stolen out of Martin County Florida.  
 
Columbus Police officers searched the area and the students home, but he was never located. Columbus 
Police Gun Crimes Detective Hettinger took over the investigation at which time arrest warrants were 
issued for the student.
